The present non-expenditure 
ofj 


money is not always economy in muni- 
cipal affair*. An amusing, if somewnat 
costly, illustration of this was given 25 
years or so ago, when tbe bit of Fleet 
street between Congress and Hanover 
streets wasVidencd. 


Before tbe widening, that section of 


Fleet street was in very nearly tbe same 
condition at wh*n it was first laid out, 
a posture lane across lots, 200 years or 
more before. It was eo narrow that 
two teams Lad hardly room to squeeze 
by each other with the utmost care, and 
it w.s usually almost impassible in 
winter with snow and in summer with 
muil. And it was always a dark bole, 
fit theatre for the planning of treasons, 
stratagems and spoils. 


Snch a disreputable passageway with- 


n a few hundred feet of Market square 
and the business center of the city, 
could cot be allowed to exist forever, 
and after a time a movement was start- 
ed to widen and improve it. 


But to do this would cost money, and 


tbe board of aldermen was nearly equal- 
ly divided on tbe question of the ad- 
visability of doing it just then. The 
then mayor—Hon. Frank Jones—was 
strongly in favor of the improvement, 
pad worked heartily with tbe progres- 
sive wing of the aldtrmacic board to 
that end; the abutting property owners 
•were seen, and nearly or quite oil of 
.them agreed to give whatever land wag 
needed for the widening without charge 
to tbe city, and on the very last ntglt 
of the existence of the city government 
of that year Mayor Jones convinced the 
aldermen in special session, and the 
order for the widening of tbe street was 
passed by a bare majority- not a vote 
to spate—and signed by the mayor, 
about one hour before tbe board ceased 
to exist as a legal body. Then tbe street 
widening advocates went to their homes, 
satisfied that they bad done a good 
thing. 


But like Sir Joseph Porter, K. C. B.. 


they meant well, but they didn't know* 
One of the aldermen who voted for tbe 
widening was a member of a society 
which owned property on tbe street,and 
this made him an ''interested party" 
under the law and disqualified him from 
voting on tbe question. Tbe fact that 
tbe society bad offered to give whatever 
of its land was requited and uot alter 
the legal status of the question, and one 
of the amiwideners who "got on to" the 
situation applied for an injunction, 
which was, of course, granted, and the 
proposed widening of Fleet street was 
topped—for the time being. 
But the people wanted the street wid- 


ened, and a year or two later tbe board 
of aldermen passed an order—a legal 
one Ibis time—for the widening,and the 
proper agents waited upon the abut- 
ting land owners to tender the 91 land 
damages that each had previously laid 
be would accept. 
The first man to 


whom tbe silver cartwheel was tendered 
aeked: "What is this for?" 


"For your land that is to be taken to 


widen Fleet st," was tbe answer; "you 
siid you yould give whatever land of 
yours was needed." 


•«So I did, but that was two years 


•go, and my ofler was rejected; now J 
want 9250," responded the land owner. 


It was just the aamo all along the 


line. Not an abutting'.owner would give 


of land for the widening, and the 


upshot of the whole business was that it 
ooat tbo city 91200 more to widen tbe 
street when it was don* than it would 
have coat had the job been done two 
years before. And daring the interven- 
ing two years the street bad remained a* 


d'inconvenient as, when it WM 
oil*.

• year. The commitee reported that 
•belaud was not worth $300, anyway, 
bat was worth 825 a year to tbe city so 
long as it was do-ired to rent it; so tbe 
lot was rented and not bought. 


The city has been renting it ever 


rince, and is now renting it, the rental 
hiving gone up year by year Irons $25 
to $100. at which latter figure it has 
been bire>l for many years, the city hav- 
ing paid for rent many times what tbe 
lot coald hiva been bought outright for 
when its purchase w«s first suggested— 
and the city dco^n't twa it now. 


Tbe very same year, it is said, that 


'be lot was off. red to the city for 8300 
and refused, SI200 was paid, or alleged 
to have been paid—coat tba city that 
tmouot, any way—f >r a fair of horses 
to haul a dump cart as a reguUr busi- 
ness, and incidentally to banl a steam 
fire engine if they should happen to bo 
anywhere around when a lire alarm 
aonndcd, said horses being sold a year 
or two later for $80 for the pair. Had tte 
price of that pair of horses been limited 
to $800—a whole drove of better horses 
can be bought for tkat sum now-*and 
the 8300 cut off been devoted to the 
purchase of that bit of land at the foot 
of the city yard, it world have been 
thousands of dollars in the city's peck 
et today.

The old English recipe, "How to cock 


a rabbit," started off by saying, "First 
catch the rabbit." So, in the sacrifice 
of the dogs, the first and most difficult 
thing was to secure a pair of white 
dogs. In order to raake the rite ef- 
fective it was * considered necessary 
that the dogs be perfectly white, with- 
out a dark hair on their bodies, and 
the Indians would go almost any 
length, to secure such animals. 
The 


dogs were treated with especial care, 
and made as sleek and fat as possible 
before the sacrifice. 
It was regarded 


as a great honor to be appointed to 
care for these sacred beasts. 


At the appointed time the braves and 


their families gather at the council 
house. The variety of bright colors in 
the dress of both men and women 
makes the assembly look like a piece 
of brilliant tapestry. 
Everybody is 


smiling and happy. 


First comes the dance. 
The crowd 


gathers in silent rows about the long 
hall, while the musicians occupy an 
open space in the centre. A dried deer- 
skin is tightly stretched between up- 
right posts. This is the drum, which 
is operated on by the chief musician. 
His assistants have horns partly filled 
with shot, or gourds containing beans, 
which they rattle in time with the 
drummer. 
The "music" that they, 


make would ruin a white man's nerves 
in short order, out it seems to fill tho 
Indians with the same sort of joy that 
a boy derives from firecrackers and tor- 
pedoes. 
As soon as the mus cians 


strike up the eldest chief of the tribe 
rises and begins shuffling about the 
floor in time to the Kittling gourds and 
booming drum. The others follow in 
the order of their rank, with the wo- 
men at a respectful distance. As the 
dance goes on the time quickens, until 
presently a circle of leaping, shoi ting 
savages is whirling about the room, ex- 
ecuting the most grotesque and \iolcnt 
figures. With short intermissions the 
dance is kept up till almost morning, 
when the dancers retire to prepare for 
the final ceremony. 


Just as the sun comes peeping over 


the tree tops the braves alone gather 
for the sacrifice 
The two dogs are 


dangling by the:r hrc-!s from a rude 
wooden cress, and they have been care- 
fully strangled, so that not a hair ot 
their smooth white bodies is ruffled. 
About their legs and necks are tied 
bright ribbons, and the.r breasts are 
covered with g-iyly co\'er«.d blankets.

now proceeds to light it. always using 
the spark from a fiict, for only virgin 
fire can be used for this solemn rite.

There Is Spirited Discussion

Washington. Jan. S!.—The house met 


it 11 o'clock today. This was the Hosing 
day of the debate on the army reor- 
ganization till. The OQposition before j 
ihe session opened had iiracUcally aban- 
doned hope of being able to compass 
either the defeat of the kill or its re- 
committal. 
When the house resumed ; 


work on the bill today, section 12, relat- i 
ing to the pay department, had been i 
reached. The number of paymaster' 
peneraltf w ith the rank of colonel pro- 
vided in the bill was reduced from four 
to three, with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel from eight to five, and paymcs- 
ten with the rank of major from 47 to 35. 
The age limit for appointments in thin 
department was reduced from 50 to 40. 


In the corps of engineers the number 


of colonels was reduced from ten to 
eight; lieutenant colonels. 20 to 16; ma- 
jors, 36 to SO: captains. 41 to 35; first 
lieutenants, 50 to 40. 


Mr .Bromwell (Rep. O.) moved to strike 


out the provision authorizing the ap- 
pointment of engineers from civil life. 
The engineer corps was tbe crack corps 
of the army, be said, and should be re- 
stricted to graduates from West Point. 
60 high was it beld In the estimation 
of the government that no bond was re- 
quired of engineer officers, although they 
disbursed millions of dollars. The amend- 
ment was supported by Mr. Walker 
(Hep. Mass.), but opposed by Mr. Marsh 
(Hep. 
111.), ,who favored the appoint- 


ment of officers from civil life. 
Mr. 


Marsh pointed out that the great en- 
gineer scheme of Eades was scouted by 
the regular army officers. It was en- 
tirely proper, he' contended, that bright 
young engineering geniuses in civil life, 
who had not been able to secure a West 
Point education, should have a chance. 


Mr. Lacey (Rep. la,) argued that the 


exclusion of civilians would be in the di- 
rection of supporting West Point, which 
was distinctively an engineering school. 


Mr. Cookery (Bern. Mo.) said that 


the best results in government work 
had always been obtained from army 
engineers. 


Mr. Cannon (Rep. 111.) directed atten- 


tion to the 
amendment 
Mr. Cum- 


mings (Dem. N. T.) yesterday gave no- 
tice he would offer to prevent the use of 
United States troops as posse comitatus, 
or in putting down strikes or riots, ex- 
cept upon written application of the 
governor of the stae. That amendment 
eaid Mr. Cannon, proposed to put it out 
of the power of the president, the consti- 
tution to the contrary notwithstanding. 
to enforce the law within the terrltorj 
of any state unless the governor ap- 
pealed for help.-. 


It was the dpty of the president to 


'enforce the law/eaid Mr. Cannon, \\no 
then recalled the Chicago riots during 
the last administration and the dispatch 
into Illinois without the assent of the 
governor and against bis protest, of 
United States troops- to suppress tine 
riots. The action of President Cleve- 
land had been endorsed by the Senators 
of the United States and the people 
everywhere. Had the proposed amend- 
ment been the law, the president would 
have been prevented from enforcing the 
law. 
The federal authority was and 


should be supreme. 


Mr. Cummings replied to Mr. Cannon. 


There was no question, he said, but 
labor organizations had condemned 
this effort to increase the standing army 
to 100,000 men. There was no question 
that the reason for their action was the 
fear that this standing army might be 
used unconstitutionally to oppress them. 
"Now," he continued, "if you do mean to 
do so, say so; if you don't, adopt this 
proviso." 


The gentleman from Illinois, he said, 


!had referred ao the action of Gov. Alt- 
geld, but he had failed to refer to Gov. 
John M. Palmer, who had denounced the 
action of the President for pending 
troops into the state ever the protest 
of the governor, and murdering her 
citizens. The gentleman says President 
Cleveland's actiton was sanctioned by 
the senate and by the people. Why had 
the people, if that was the case, got rid of 
him as soon as they were able? Tho 
president was compelled to execute the 
laws congress enacted. Congress had 
the power to enact this provision. 


The United States judge who had 


sent Debs to prison for contempt 
tempt had been promoted within, a few 
months. Everything indicated that the 
army was to be used to oppress labor if 
(opportunity offered, or if corporate 
wealthedemanded it. He was not a. law- 
yer or a banker; he was a trades union 
man, a member of Typograhpical Union 
No. 6. What he desired %\as that the 
members of the house should s<5 on rec- 
ord upon his amendment. 


Mr. Cannon replying said that before 


men were lawyers or bankers or printers 
they were American citiater.s and the 
law of the land', like the grace of God. 
covered all.' The one gresn spot in th 
record of President Cleveland had been 


. that when he saw the law defied, not by 


labor but by lawbreakers, he had 
his oath an-d had reen that it was en- 
forced. 


Mr. Cannon aroused tumultuous ap- 


plause when he declared that Mr. Gum- 
ming*, in seeking to make labor th 
•bettor of lawbreaklng. *lnndterc<d labor. 
He denounced it as cheap demagoRiiery.

Given Our Philippine Commissioners by 


tbe 1'eople of Vancouver, 


Vancouver, B. C., Jan. 31.—Those who 


witnessed the reception given last night 
to Professors J. G. Schurman and D. C. 
Worcester, Philippine commissioners, 
must have been impressed with the cor- 
.jdiality that now exists between the 
United States and the rest of the Eng- 
lish speakins nations 
The two commissioners arrived, last 


evening cr. the delayed Canadian Pa- 
cific express, and despite the rain there 
was a representative crowd of citizens 
at the station to meet them. After a 
cordial -welcome at the depot, the dis- 
tinguished travelers went aboard the 
steamship Empress of Japan, where ad- 
dresses were presented and replies made. 


Secretary Stein of the board of trade, 


read an address expressing the gratifi- 
cation of the members at meeting the 
commissioners at this western capital 
of the British empire. The board re- 
minded the commissioners that their 
duty would lead them close to a spot 
forever hallowed by the action of an 
American commander, who 42 years ago 
went to the succor of a British admiral 
and assisted in the rescue of British 
sailors lying wounded on the mud Hats at 
the mouth of the Peiho, intervening 
against a friendly power and defending 
his action with the memorable reply: 
"Blood is thicker than water." Such an 
act could not be forgotten, and was cher- 
ished in the memory of those who were 
anxious, the board believed, in certain 
eventualities, to be able to pay the debt. 
The board prayed that the labors of the 
commissioners might have a successful 
Issue.

He was pastor of St. George's road 
church. Bolton, from 1874 to 1883. In wa,s 
called to succeed the late Henry Ward 
Beecher as pastor of Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 


He visited the United States in 1S30, 


1S87, 
1S91 and 1897, and traveled arourd 


the world. He was invited in 1397 to 
represent the Arbitration society in 
America and to advocate the reintro- 
duction. of the Anglo-American treaty. 
Dr. Berry, in th's capacity, addressed 
large meetings in New York, Boston, 
Washington, Chicago, etc., and offered 
up the opeiung prayers, by invitation, in 
the senate and house of representatives 
at Washington.

It says: -'Al- 
though fully a dozen amendments have 
been made by the senate naval commit- 
tee in the navy personnel bill as passed 
by the bouse, not one of them can be 
said to imperil the measure as a whole. 
Indeed, theunexpected,promptness with 
which the committee reported it is a 
guarantee that it can be passed in ample 
season for the adjustment of all differ- 
ences in conference. The amended bill 
strikes out entirely the provision for a 
judge advocate's corps, but of course 
the judge advocate general's office, as at 
present constituted, remains.

She an* i 
swcred that she intended to have re- 
venge. 


About four months ago Provenchia 


engaged Miss Cax as housekeeper. She 
was a bright girl and Mrs. Provencbia 
had seen heron several of her visits. 
It seems probable that Mrs. Provenchia 
becamb jealous of Miss Cos and it is 
claimed that the former made threats 
against the latter, and even came into 
this city several times with tlie inten 
tion of doing her husband and Miss 
Cox bodily harm. 


Today when she came from Seniors- 


worth she had her husband's sister for 
company, and they went to the house of 
Mrs. Furae, mother of Mrs. Provenchia, 
on Congress street, AY here they both 
had dinner. It was from this house 
that Mrs. Provenchia left to find her 
husband, fur the purpose, it is alleged, 
of killing him.

The sum of 1250,000 has been appro- 


priated for the memorial, and the 
monument will be erected in the circle 
'just north of the entrance to the Park 
at Fifty-ninth street and Fifth avenue. 
This site was selected by the Park 


-Board in spite of the protest of those 


best fitted to pass upon such matters. 
It-was pointed cut that the effect of 
the monument would be almost en- 
tirely spoiled by its surroundings, and 
that it would suffer greatly from the 
nearness of the Hotel Netherland, 
whict rises to a towering height just 
across Fifth avenue. The intersection 
of Seventy-second street and the River- 
side Drive was suggested as the most 
suitable spot on Manhattan Island for 
the erection of the memorial, but the 
Park Board did not change its de- 
cision. 


The models submitted by Mr. Dodge 


were technically known as No. 3 and 
No. 4.' The first, which was the final 
choice of the committee, provides for 
a shaft of light-colored granite rising 
to the height of 105 feet from the' cen- 
tre of a circular stylobatc. 325 fort, in 
diameter at its base, and approached liy 
a flight of sixteen broad steps. Upon 
the summit of the shaft is poised a 
bronze statue of Peace, in the foim o? 
a winged female figure twenty foe: in 
height. At the base of the shaft are 
four allegorical figures representing 
the attributes of good government. 
Below these figures arc panels contain- 
ing battle scenes.

feature of the design is the half cir- 
£ular colonnade of fluted Doric col- 
umns placed behind the shaft.

dress Gen. 31 cade nt Gettysburg. 


"The artillery fire at Gettysburg." 


said a giumer of the old war "uas 
simply magnificent. I was in an Ohio 
battery, posted ou Cemetery Hill. We 
were running short of ammunition, 
when General Meade, dismissing his 
staff below, rode with a single orderly 
to our exposed position. The boys 
were all at white heat and iu a state 
of frenzy because the ammunition 
called for liad not cotne. They heard 
the quiet man ou horseback say re- 
peatedly to the captain that the hill 
must he held at all hazards, ammu- 
nition or 110 ammunition. This vexed 
them, but they knew that the officer, 
whoever he was, spoke the truth and 
they began to collect the unexploded 
shells that bad been tired at them 
from the confederate batteries. 


"There were a ,i;reat many of these 


scattered over our part of the hill and 
when Meado cotupreliondPtl what the 
boys wore doing lie was greatly pleas- 
ed. He dismounted and iu a quiet 
sort of way proceeded to supervise 
ihe collwtion of suells. He v.-as iu 
falijrne dress aud wore no shoulder 
si raps mid none of the men re<-oaruized 
him. Tliey thoucht he was some ord- 
nance officer aud linnlly. when he 
turned his horse over to his orderly 
and proceeded to carry shells himself 
they did not ivseiit his supervision. 
As a rule the shells were heavier than 
the general expected and he did nut 
compare in efficiency ••with the stal- 
wart artillerymen rashhii; about with 
the recklessness and energy of mail- 
men.

frogs as did France. The United States 
Fish Commission calculates that the 
present catch cf frogs in the United 
States is about a million, which bring 
to the frog catchers a revenue of about 
§50,COO, and the co-;t of which to the 
consumers is about three times that 
amount. The States at present sup- 
plying the largest numbers of frogs to 
the markets ara California, Missouri, 
Nev/ York, Arkansas, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Ohio and Indiana. Frogs are 
imported into this country from Can- 
ada. 


The Commission's pamphlet devotes 


a chapter to the ar* of catching frogs.

carried on, however, spears and guns 
are used. The comr-'ion way in such lo- 
cali-ties is to shoot them at night, using 
a bright flashlight. 
After the frogs 


enter their hibernation they are dug 
out of the mud by hunters, and some- 
times a bushel of them may be found 
In one cavity. 


The commission is of the opinion 


that some restriction should be placed 
on frog hunting, cr, they are already 
beginning to disappear 
from 
places 


where they are lir.nted 
extensively. 


This decrease is very marked in Lake 
Erie and northern New York, and in 
those places some ceople are seriously 
contemplating engaging in the culture 
ot frogs, in order i o have a supply for 
the market. In view of this, the Fish 
Commission has published some sug- 
gestions for frog culture.

Mr. LJndsay (Ky.) offered the follow- 


ing joint revolution: 


That the acquisition by the I'nkrJ 


States through conquest, treaty or other- 
wise. of territory not adjacent to and 
geographically jiart of the continent of 
North America, carries with it no con- 
stitutional or moral obligation to ad- 
mit said territory or any portion there- 
of into the federal Union as a state or 
states. 


That it is aginst the policy, traditions 


ftnd interests of the American people to 
admit states erected out of such non- 
American territories or portions thereof 
into our union of American states. 


That the United States accept from 


Spain the cession of the Philippine is- 
lands, with the hope that the people of 
those islands may demonstrate their 
capacity to establish and maintain a 
stable government, capable of enforcing 
law and order at home,' and of discharg- 
ing: the international obligations resting 
on separate and independent states, and 
with no expectation or desire of per- 
manently holding those islands as colo- 
nies, or subject provinces, or of compel- 
ling their people against their consent 
to submit to the authority of the United 
States, after they shall demonstrate 
their capacity of self-government, as 
herein defined, the government of the 
United States to be judge of such capa- 
city. 


At Mr. Lindsay's request the resolution 


was left on the table subject to nail. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions today discussed the various decla- 
tory resolutions before the senate in con- 
nection with the peace treaty, and decid- 
ed to no longer oppose the taking of a 
vote upon any of them. The first vote 
will come on the motion to refer the 
Bacon resolution to the committee, ana 
this will not be opposed by members of 
the committee. The committee is con- 
fident that the result will be favorable 
to the motiton to refer. The comrr.fttefr 
is also confident of disposing of all the 
other resolutions in accordance with 
their ideas. They count upon having 
all the resolutions except that offeiec 
by Mr. Sullivan voted down. They w ill 
not oppose the Sullivan measure, and it 
now looks as if it would- be adopted. 


In accordance wjth notice previously 


given, Mr. Rawlins (Utah) addressed the 
Senate on the anti-expansion resolutiotn 
of Mr. 'Vest. A brief abstract of his re- 
marks follows: 


I have not heretofore been opposed 


to expansion. Millions of the homes of 
our sturdy and patriotic people and 
magnificent states have been the fruits 
of our expansion. Territorial expansion 
with commensurate extension of consti- 
tutional freedom is twice blest; it bless- 
6th them who give and them who re 
ceive. 


Thus far our progress has bPen that of 


freedom, not of tyranny. When oui 
fathers christened the Republic, they 
gave it a name which they doubtless 
deemed sufficient to cover all the exigen- 
cies of its future career. It was the 
The United States of America. W> 
could stretch out to the north pole and 
to the south until we encompassed the 
two continents and all the islands of th» 
Caribbean sea, and still we might ap- 
proximataely bear the name which our 
fathers gave us. Shall we now charge 
that name,, and, if so, what shall the 
new name be? Shall it be the United 
States of America and the Kingdom of 
the Philippines? Or shall it be the Em- 
pire of America find Asia? Already there 
are spectral visions of this in the pres 
ent political sky.

She entered the bedroom and seeing her 
husband's head protruding from the 
the covers concluded he was taking a nap.

The 
garments and all the bedding were 
soaked \\ ith blood. 


Thomas Rogers, a boy living near the 


Malone house, says that Mr. Malone came 
home late in the afternoon and appeared 
to be drunk. 


Doctors who examined the body say 


the man had been dead four or five hours 
when discovered.
